DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicants arguments filed 01/08/2007 (Claims 1 - 6, Claim 7 was cancelled by 
applicant; Claims 8-20 were withdrawn by applicant) have been fully considered. 
Applicant's amendment necessitates the following election/restriction. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. The application is further required to elect a single species of the following under 35 
USC 121 for the purpose of examination. 

This additional requirement is to facilitate examining due to the broad range of 
materials disclosed as suitable. 

Elect the material (e.g., see claim 5). For example: A Nickel alloy only or a Titanium 
alloy only. 

NOTE: that a single species election must be closed-ended (e.g., 
consisting of) not be open ended (e.g., comprising). 
Applicant is advised that an open-ended election will be considered 
non-responsive. 
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3. The application is further required to elect a single species of the following under 35 
USC 121 for the purpose of examination. 

This additional requirement is to facilitate examining due to the broad range of 
component cut disclosed as suitable. 

Elect the component cut (e.g., see claim 6). For example: A compressor rotor 
blade only or a turbine rotor blade only. 

The species are independent or distinct because: they have mutual exclusive 
characteristics. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim 
is finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim appears to be generic. 
Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of 
the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all 
claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 
that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive 
unless accompanied by an election.

Any amendment of 
inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by 
the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
